We  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  our  report  upon  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  City  during  the  year  1944.

C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area.  7 
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A  detailed  index  is  provided  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 


Comparing  the  figures  for  1944  with  those  of  previous  years  will  show 
that,  in  general,  the  health  of  the  City  was  good. 

The  most  serious  item  affecting  the  well-being  of  the  community  is  the 
shortage  of  housing  accommodation.  The  prospects  for  building  appear 
to  be  a  little  brighter,  but  until  a  considerable  number  of  dwellings  are  pro¬ 
vided,  a  large  proportion  of  Citizens  will  be  living  in  over-crowded  and 
dilapidated  houses,  and  the  conditions  cannot  but  have  a  deleterious  affect 
upon  their  general  health  and  social  well  being.

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Comments  on  the  Vital  Statistics. 

The  actual  number  of  births  is  the  highest  since  1895  when  208  births 
were  recorded.  The  birth  rate  of  1944  (22.9)  has  only  been  exceeded  twice 
in  the  past  45  years. 


The  death  rate  is  rather  higher  than 

the  10  year 

average,  but  this  is 

probably  accounted  for  by  the  figures  being  based  on 

a  lower  population 

and  to  the  fact  that  the  Registrar  General  cannot  (owing  to  war  circumstances) 
issue  a  “  comparability  factor  ”  which  would  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the 

13.56  to  a  figure  very  near  the  10  year  average. 

The  10  year  average  for  maternal  mortality  is  the  lowest  so  far  recorded* 

Infantile  mortality  for  the  year  1944 

is  well  below  the  10  year  average 

for  the  City,  and  compares  very  favourably  with  the  figure  of  46.0  for  England 
and  Wales.  It  will  be  observed  from  the  figures  that  infantile  mortality 
amongst  legitimate  children  is  considerably  less  than  for  illegitimate  children.

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NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

District  nursing  is  provided  by  the  Ripon  Nursing  and  Maternity 
Institution.  There  are  two  district  nurses  who  also  act  as  visiting  midwives. 

The  shortage  of  private  nurses  has  again  been  acutely  felt,  and  during 
the  year  1944  the  assistance  of  civil  defence  personnel  from  the  staff  of  the 
First  Aid  Post  was  of  considerable  value.

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.

This  is  administered  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  and  is  undej 
the  charge  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  a  whole  time  nurse  who  also 
acts  as  School  Nurse.  A  voluntary  committee  of  ladies  gives  assistance 
at  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  Centre. 

(b)  Tuberculosis  Clinic  : 

This,  again,  is  the  responsibility  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council, 
The  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  holds  sessions  twice  per  month  at  the  Clinic, 
3,  College  Road. 

(c)  Veneral  Diseases  Clinics  : 

Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  any  cases  can  be  given  treatment 
at  the  General  Infirmary,  Leeds,  or  the  Harrogate  and  District  Hospital. 
Travelling  expenses  are  paid  when  necessary.

The  caravan  site  occupied  by  fairground  personnel  which  was  productive 
of  nuisances  during  1943,  was  visited  on  several  occasions,  and  Statutory 
Notices  were  served  on  the  occupiers  of  the  caravans  and  on  the  owners  of 
the  site.  Shortly  afterwards,  the  caravans  were  removed  from  Ripon,  and 
the  nuisances  were  abated. 

During  the  past  few  years  considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
in  connection  with  sites  occupied  by  fairground  personnel.  It  would  seem 
to  be  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule  for  the  majority  to  exercise  care  in 
sanitary  matters  on  the  site — particularly  in  the  disposal  of  excreta  and 
waste  water. 
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It  is  unfortunate  that  persons  whose  mode  of  life  necessitates  frequent 
moving  cannot  develop  a  better  sanitary  conscience  and  thus  foster  good 
relations  between  themselves  and  we  who  have  to  look  after  the  public 
welfare. 

Perhaps  war  circumstances  have  tended  to  make  matters  worse,  and 
if  so,  we  may  look  forward  to  much  improved  conditions  in  the  future. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  few  minor  contraventions  of  the  byelaws  relative  to  the  emmission 
of  smoke  were  apparently  caused  by  the  use  of  unsuitable  fuel  which,  at  the 
present  time,  is  an  unavoidable  difficulty. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

Three  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  the  Spa  swimming  bath, 
the  first  was  only  moderately  satisfactory  due  to  it  being  taken  shortly  after 
a  large  party  of  R.A.F.  personnel  had  practised  life  saving  in  full  kit.  The 
second  and  third  samples  were  satisfactory.

Use  is  also  made  of  HCN  which  is  in  the  form  of  a  powder  and 
vapourises  on  contact  with  damp  soil. 
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KEEPING  OF  ANIMALS. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1943  an  abatement  notice  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  was  served  on  the  occupier  of  certain  premises  adjoining 
Blossomgate  to  cease  using  the  premises  as  stables  on  account  of  the  prox¬ 
imity  of  dwelling  houses  and  the  nuisance  caused  by  flies  and  smell.  The 
notice  was  not  complied  with,  and  application  was  made  to  the  Court  of 
Summary  Jurisdiction  for  a  nuisance  order  which  was  granted  for  com¬ 
pliance  within  28  days. 

After  2J  months  the  defendant  was  still  using  the  premises  as  stables, 
and  he  was  again  brought  before  the  Magistrates  and  fined  5/-  and  (after 
one  week)  5/-  per  day  for  every  day  the  premises  were  occupied. 

The  nuisance  was  then  abated.

It  is  known  that  overcrowding  is  becoming  much  worse  in  the  City  and 
the  Corporation  is  attempting  to  alleviate  this  in  the  allocation  of  the  very 
few  houses  which  become  vacant.  The  figures  given  above  are  those  ob¬ 
tained  during  the  overcrowding  survey  of  1937.  Some  families  have  been 
rehoused,  but  others  have  since  become  overcrowded.  Accurate  figures 
cannot  be  given  without  taking  a  survey  of  the  whole  of  the  houses  in  the 
City,  and  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  accommodation  it  would  be  useless  to 
do  this  at  the  present  time.

Lettings  : 

During  the  year  1944,  8  houses  became  available  for  letting — 6  on  the 
Estates  and  2  old  houses  which  were  requisitioned  and  repaired.  The 
accommodation  was  1  bungalow,  4 — 2  bedroom  and  3 — 3  bedroom  size 
houses.

1  family  resident  on  2nd  floor  of  building  with  no  conveniences,  young 
children  and  narrow  stairs. 

All  these  selections  were  in  accordance  with  Sec.  85  of  the  Housing- 
Act,  1936,  which  states— 

“  The  authority  shall  secure  that  in  the  selection  of  their  tenants 

a  reasonable  preference  is  given  to  persons  who  are  occupying  insanitary 

or  overcrowded  houses,  have  large  families,  or  are  living  under  unsatis¬ 
factory  housing  conditions.” 


Exchanges : 

In  order  to  make  the  best  use  of  available  accommodation  certain  ex¬ 
changes  were  effected,  as  follows  : — - 

2  aged  persons  from  2-bedroom  type  houses  to  bungalows. 

1  family  from  a  3  to  a  2-bedroom  type  house. 

The  houses  thus  made  available  were  let  as  indicated  above. 


Inspections  and  subsequent  action  : 

46  Corporation  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year.  Several  were 
found  dirty  and  eleven  were  infested  with  vermin  (bugs). 

Measures  to  eradicate  the  bugs  were  taken  in  10  instances.  The  re¬ 
maining  case  was  a  very  undesirable  tenant  with  a  bad  history  of  dirty  and 
bug-infested  houses  on  the  Estate,  and  notice  to  quit  the  house  was  given. 
This  was  ignored,  and  application  was  made  to  the  Magistrates  for  possession 
of  the  house.  The  tenant  was  given  21  days  to  find  other  accommodation, 
but  this,  also,  was  ignored,  and  on  the  14th  August,  the  tenant  was  evicted! 
The  house  was  then  disinfested  and  re-let. 

There  is  a  considerable  amount  of  mis-use  of  drainage  fitments  on  the 
Corporation  Estates,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  houses  provided 
for  slum  clearance.  In  the  case  of  one  4-block  the  drains  and  gullies  were 
choked  very  frequently  by  rags,  stones,  etc.,  and  on  the  last  occasion  the 
tenants  were  jointly  charged  with  the  costs  of  clearance. 
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Action  had  also  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  the  keeping  of  poultry  which, 
during  1944,  assumed  large  proportions  and  caused  the  Housing  Committee 
to  formulate  the  following  conditions  : — - 

1.  Not  more  than  six  hens  to  be  kept  and  no  male  birds. 

2.  Adequate  provisions  to  prevent  hens  straying. 

3.  No  annoyance  to  be  caused  to  other  tenants  of  the  Corporation. 

These  conditions  have  materially  reduced  the  complaints  resulting  from 
straying  of  poultry,  cocks  crowing,  etc.

Later  samples  taken  under  the  National  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory 
Scheme  indicated  improvement  on  the  first  two  samples  shown  above  as 
“  fair  ”  and  “  unsatisfactory.” 

The  remaining  86  samples  were  taken  at  the  request  of  the  Department 
q£  Agriculture,  Leeds  University,  who  are  acting  for  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture  and  Fisheries  in  the  administration  of  the  National  Milk  Testing 
and  Advisory  Scheme. 

As  part  of  this  scheme  two  samples  of  milk  were  taken  per  month  from 
each  retailer  of  milk  in  the  City.  This  operated  until  May,  1944,  when  other 
arrangements  were  made  by  the  authorities  foi  collection  of  samples  from 
the  producers  of  milk  instead  of  the  retailers. 

From  our  point  of  view  it  was  unfortunate  that  the  change  was  made, 
as  it  is  very  evident  from  the  following  figures  that  a  considerable  improve¬ 
ment  was  being  made  in  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  milk,  not  the  least 
reason  being  the  interest  taken  in  the  results  by  the  retailers  themselves 
who  invariably  expressed  pleasure  or  disappointment  according  to  whether 
their  milk  had  been  graded  good,  indifferent  or  bad. 

All  samples  taken  under  this  scheme  are  submitted  to  the  Resazurin 
test  and  graded  a,  b  or  c,  according  to  the  bacterial  quality  of  the  milk. 
Producers,  whose  milk  regularly  falls  into  the  c  group,  are  visited  by  an 
agent  of  the  Ministry  who  gives  advice  on  clean  milk  production.  If  necess- 
the  sub-quality  milk  may  be  directed  to  uses  other  than  for  human 

consumption. 
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Details  of  the  samples  taken  are  as  follows,  and  percentages  are  given 
which  indicate  how  the  proportion  of  satisfactory  samples  was  increasing 
and  the  b  and  c  (indifferent  and  bad)  samples  were  being  reduced.

The  attention  of  one  retailer  was  drawn  to  dirty  churns  on  delivery 
by  coal  lorry  into  Ripon.  This  complaint  was  subsequently  remedied. 

The  dairy  of  another  retailer  was  found  to  contain  much  impedimenta 
not  allowed  in  a  milk  store,  and  the  premises  were  dirty.  Further  action 
would  have  had  to  be  taken  in  this  case  had  not  the  retailer  ceased  business 
in  Ripon  and  his  successor  improved  the  conditions.

The  principal  reason  for  the  increased  amount  of  meat  condemned  is 
the  comparatively  large  proportion  of  casualty  animals  brought  to  the 
slaughterhouse  in  addition  to  the  regular  intake  from  the  stock  sale.  The 
proportion  is  about  33%  of  the  total  intake  of  cattle  and,  owing  to  their 
being  ‘  casualty  ’  animals  have  a  considerably  larger  proportion  of  con¬ 
demnations  than  those  from  the  stock  sale. 

We  may  pause  to  think  of  the  bad  old  days  when  meat  inspection  was 
either  non-existent  or  carried  out  by  unskilled — and  sometimes  unscrupulous 
—persons  ;  when  animals  were  regularly  sent  into  slaughterhouses  under 
cover  of  darkness,  and  ere  the  morning  sun  shone,  the  emaciated  and  diseased 
(and  probably  deceased  !  )  cow  became  prime  ox  beef.  Masses  of  tubercular 
material  were  removed  and  buried,  diseased  glands  were  cut  out  and  there 
was  always  the  sausage  machine  to  cover  a  multitude  of  sins. 

To-day  the  whole  organization  of  livestock  control  and  meat  distri¬ 
bution  is  under  the  Government.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
deals,  generally  speaking,  with  livestock  on  farms.  The  Ministry  of  Food 
is  responsible  for  the  supply  of  animals  for  human  food  and  the  arrangements 
for  wholesale  and  retail  distribution  of  meat. 

All  slaughtering  is  centralised  which  makes  the  work  more  economical 
and  inspection  of  the  meat  more  satisfactory.  The  responsibility  for  meat 
inspection  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Local  Authority  in  whose  area  the  slaughter¬ 
house  is  situate.  It  is  a  responsibility  which  should  be  valued,  representing 
as  it  does  the  only  remaining  link  in  the  chain  of  organization  not  taken 
over  by  the  Central  Authority. 

The  meat  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  during  1944  represents 
approximately  940,000  rations  for  18,000  persons  with  a  value  of  nearly 
£60,000.
